It is quite easy to ascertain a portion of these 
names in every precinct; and a well-or- 
ganized body of twenty-tive repeaters may be 
enabled to vote u names, in one day, 
in pretty much all the precincts in the city. 
In order, however, to minimize the amount of 
fraud which may be perpetrated this way the 
proposed amendments have introduced a new 
feature in regard to canvassing. The law re- 
quires the clerks, during the day or days of 
registration, to transfer to a new list 
the entire body of the names now 
registered, : according to 
streets, and they aré required to 
visit each place named on the registry and 
ascertain if the parties reside there, and make 
acheck-mark opposite each of the parties 
named who do not reside at that place. It 
will be seen that, in case of intermediate reg- 
istrations, names will be found on the register 
of persons who do not reside at the place 
named ; for instance,those who have died or who 
have removed away. The clerks, as canvassers, 
are bound tosend notice through the mail, and 
leave a notice at the place, for such persons 
to appear on the day of revision, which is 
about ten days before the day of election, and 
show cause why their names shovld not be 
erased. The can vassers are compelled to per- 
form these duties and make return to the Reg- 
istry Board under cath, and for their neglect 
of duty heavy penalties are provided. More- 
over, the judges are charged with the duty of 
looking after the canvassers and compelling 
them to perform their duties, and the Election 
Commissioners are required to give special in- 
structions in print to such canvassers as to 
their duties and as to the penalties for non- 
performance thereof.

I have also taken 
away from the canvassers the power, at their 
discretion, to put any person on their list 
as a suspect. The only persons whom 
the clerks can require to appear before the 
Board of Registration are those whom they 
cannot find at the place named in the registry, 
su there is no discretion left with them; it is a 
dangerous power as it now stands; the polit- 
ical parties may use it with great detriment if 
the clerks are permitted to exercise their own 
judgment as to sending notices to such sus- 
pects of in creating the oumber of such 
suspects. + 

I think, upon reading the proposed amend- 
ments on this subject, which will be found in 
Secs., 6, 7, 8, and 9, and also in Secs. 18, 
19, 20, and A of Art. 3, you will become 
perfectly satisfied of the importance of the 
change of the law. I also think it exceedingly 
desirable to make persons who do not register 
and vote to be the first to go upon the jury 
lists. It is well known that in this city very 
many persons refrain from performing their 
dutics as citizens in voting, in order to avoid 
jury duty, and thereby throwing an extra jury 
duty on those who do vote, This amendment 
would have an excellent effect in inducing such 
people to vote.

Not Likely to Be Changed. 


There is every reason to believe that both 


bills will be passed without material change. 
If any is made it will be by the incorporation 


‘of the clause of the Burns bill telegraphed 


last night in one or the other. The other bill 
drafted by Mr. Pence, which provides that 
judges of election need not be residents of the 
precincts in which they reside, was not pre- 
sented because of the objections of many 
members on both sides, who feared that to 
press it would be to arouse opposition to the 
other two bills. It was felt, too, by the pro- 
moters that it would be like taxing the pa- 


tience of the Assembly too much to try to run 


three bills through at the same time. The 
amendment proposed to the third bill, more- 
over, is not one of pressing necessity. 

The bills were handled in the Senate by Sen- 
ator Bacon and Senator Mahoney, who were 
much assisted by Senator O’Conor and gen- 
erally by the Cook County representatives in 
that body. To meet the criticisms of Speaker 
Grafts, Chairman Reed of the House Elections 
committee, Senator O’Conor, and others the 
following amendment was added to the bill 
amending . 17, Art. 3, in reference to the 
abolition of the transfer system : 

The fact that a voter is registered in one pre- 
cinct from which he has moved shall not prevent 
him from being registered in another precinct 
into which he has removed, provided he is other- 
wise entitled to be i therein, and pro- 
vided, further, that it shall be the duty of the 
Board of.

Friendship!“ Its management claims that 
no Organization of its kind has advanced so 
rapidly in membership nor embraced so much 
territory in the same period of time. 

This particular organization seems to be 
highly prosperous in this State. The branches 
of the order are called divisions, and the man- 
ipulator of the division is denominated its sec- 
retary. There are four or five divisions of the 
swindle in Chicago, but the headquarters of

“United Order of Fraternal Codéperation ”’ 
W. Gregory Patton 1s Supreme President; 
William G. Rothermel, Supreme Secretary; 
and M. McIntyre, Supreme Treasurer. All 
live in Philadelphia. The custodians of the 
funds are The Citizens’ Trust and Surety 
company,” and the circular assures the read- 
er that the treasurer and secretary of the or- 
der are amply bonded ”’ by. the same institu- 
tion, but no mention is made of the amount of 
the bonds. 
Promises to Investors. 

The illusive idea of this order is the positive 

promise that to every one who will pay into 
its treasury $44 within six months he or she 
will receive without further question $100. 
But no one need wait even that. long, for 
the grandest order of the nineteenth cent- 
ury,’’ as the circular puts it, promises to give 
the $100 at the end of three months—if the in- 
vestor secures three other good members, If 
two are induced to invest then the man who 
persuaded them may draw $100 at the end of 
four months. 
One of the constitutional and most promi- 
nent provisions of the order is this: It heav- 
ily fines a member if he does not become an 
active worker in the vineyard. This provision 
reads: 

Members failing to bring into the order within 
three months from date of certificate one good 
member will forfeit $20;if you secure one good 
member the forfeit will be $10, and by securing 
two good members the forfeit will be $5. to be de- 
ducted from face of certificate at maturity. By 
securing three good members there will be no 
forfeit. 

Thus is each would-be investor warned that 
if he does not secure others to invest he will 
be punished for negligence, and if he wishes 
to draw out $100 he must turn into the treas- 
ury of the order $132 from three other per- 
sons.

It Flourishes at Aurora, 

One of the places in this State where The 
United Order of Fraternal Coòperation 
seems to be a favorite is Aurora. The Secre- 
tary of the Division there is A. H. Shank, and 
he says he is delighted with the order. He 
thinks it is the best thing he has 
discovered in many 5 long day. The 
order was started in Philadelphia 
Dec. 4, and he took the agency for Aurora in 
January. He now-has in his division eighty- 


two members and expects to add largely to 


this number every week. Besides the big 
commissions he receives as Secretary of the 
division he says he has already drawn $100 as 
a member and his wife and two or three others 
have been equally successful. . 

Inquiry was made in Aurora as to the class 
of persons that had been induced to join the 
order, and they were found, almost without 
exception, tobe poor, ignorant, and unsuspect- 
ix g, the majority simple working girls.

WON'T ABOLISH MILITARY DIVISIONS. 


The Secretary of War Believed to Have 
Abandoned the Idea. 

Wasutnaron, D. C., April 30.—[Special. }— 
The question of abolishing the three military 
divisions and making eight separate and dis- 
tinct department commands, one each for the 
six Brigadier-Generals und two Major-Gen- 
erals, has been under advisement by the Sec- 
retary of War recently, but in view of the op- 
position of many army Officers, including the 
commanding General, it is thought that he 
has abandoned that idea.

Ald. Goldzier from a committee appointed 
some time ago reported a declaration of 
principles as follows: 

We declare that the object of municipal gov- 
ernment is to give to the people an administra- 
tion which will expend the public revenue econ- 
omically ; that the citizens of this community are 
fully able to take care of their local affairs with- 
out the interference of outsiders; that the rights

and trusts of all kinds formed. for political pur- 
poses; that all our candidates shall be so 
pledged. that, if elected, they will be bound 
to conduct the people's affairs on busi- 
ness principles; that no political services shall 
be enforced from any city or county employés, 
nor shall any assessments for itical purposes 
be levied on any such employés; that we favor 
a nonpartisan police force, believing that politics 
in that department is detrimental to the effi- 
ciency of the service and a menace to the 
political rights of the people; that conventions 
for the nomination of municipal officers should 
de expressive of the free will of the body of the 
people, and that in all such conventions of the 
Chicago Democracy employés of the city or 
county shall be ineligible as delegates. 

Plan of Organization, 

Ald. Goldzier next reported theplan of organ- 
ization. It provides for a club of the Chicago 
Democracy in every ward and town. Every 
good citizen in harmony with the platform 
may become a member. Duties of the clubs 
are given as follows: 

The ward or town clubs shall be main- 
tained by voluntary contributions and

Resolved, That the Chicago Democraey will 
abide by the action of said committee in the mat- 
ter, and will support the candidates so by said 
committees placed in nomination.

That the chief object of the trust was specula- 
tion is quite plainly shown by the inflated values 
placed upon the properties of the constituent cor- 
porations upon which the certificates were issued, 
Had the aim been solely the more economical and 
profitable refining of sugar this result would have 
been obtained without any increase of the capital- 
ization of the properties of the constituent cor- 
porations 

As a result of your committee’s investigation it 
would recommend:

REVISING THE CITY ELECTION LAW. 
The Springfield dispatches state that yes- 
terday three bills to amend the City Election 
law were introduced in the Senate and House, 
were ordered to a second reading in the 
former, and will be in the latter today. It is 
stated also that there is no opposition to them 
and that they will doubtless pass. 
One of them, in some respects the most im- 
portant, is to get rid of the clumsy provision 
regarding transfer certificates, which has kept 
thousands of persons from voting. Ina city 
where there is as much moving around as 
there is here there are very many who will 
not take the trouble of travelmg many miles 
to get one of these certificates from the old 
voting-place. By the proposed amendment 
the man who has moved from one precinct to 
another subsequent to registration registers 
in the new precinct just precisely as if domg 
so for the first time. He states that his name 
was on another registry-book, and the proper 
precautions will be taken to see that it is 
stricken off it. 

A second bill contains several valuable pro- 
visions. It provides for a general registration 
on every even year instead of the Presidential 
year only. It also takes measures for a more 
effectual removal from the registry of the 
names of persons who have moved to an- 
other precinct or have died. Uuder the pres- 
ent system, with its quadrennial registration 
and its imperfect purging of the lists by judges 
and clerks, masses of dead wood accumulate. 
Names with nobody behind them are piled up 
on the registries and are used by repeaters. 
Hereafter, 1f this bill passes, clerks will have 
to visit every place mentioned in the registry 
and see if the persons set down as living there 
actually do so, If not their names must come 
off. 

The last day of registration f is also brought 
one week nearer election day, being thus two 
weeks before it instead of three. The neces- 
sity for this change has been stated often by 
this paper, especially for intermediate regis- 
trati®ns. The great length of time between 
registration and voting has been responsible 
for the absence of many names from the poll 
books. Another reform measure long advo- 
cated by this paper is also provided for. It 
is the making by the clerks of a separate list 
on which are set down the names of persons 
entitled to register, but who do not do so, to 
be turned over to the County Board and to be 
used first in selecting the names of persons to 
be drawn for jury duty. Those men who have 
refused to vote to dodge jury service will find 
that they gain nothing by their abstaining 
from public duties. Those who have had an 
undue share of the work thrown on them will 
be relieved from their burdens, 

The third bill provides merely that clerks 

and judges may be selected from the ward in- 
stead of the precinct. The reason is that there 
are precincts where it is difficult to find com- 
petent men who will serve, while by drawing 
on other precincts in the same ward an abun- 
dance of good men can be had. 
With the election law thus changed, and 
with the modifications suggested by the ex- 
. perience of nearly six years, it will be difficult 
to find room for improvement in it. 


A TRIUMPH FOR THE LOUISIANA LOT- 
TERY. 


The Louisiana Lottery gang at last has 
scored a triumph for itself, which it is to be 
hoped, however, will only be atemporary one, 
The Louisiana Supreme Court has decided 
the Lottery amendment case in its favor, the 
court standing three to two on the question. 

A brief sketch of the points at issue may 
serve to show the injustice of this decision. 
It will be remembered that a constitutional 
amendment granting the company an exten- 
sion of its franchise for twenty-five years, 
subject to ratification of the people, passed 
both Houses of the Legislature and was 
vetoed by the Governor. The House passed 
the amendment over the veto, but owing to 
the death of a Sgnator who favored the 
amendment and whuse vote was needed the 
Senate refused to consider the veto on the 
ground that the Governor had no right to veto 
a constitutional amendment. The House 
thereupon reconsidered its action and the 


am ent was ordered sent to the Secretary 
of State with instructions to promulgate it. 
This he refused todo. The gang then applied 


to one of the lower courts for a mandamus to 
compel him to comply with the legislative in- 
structions. The mandamus was refused and 
the case then was taken to the Supreme 
Court, which a few days ago overruled the de- 
cision of the lower court and issued a per- 
emptory mandamus requiring him to pro- 
mulgate the amendment within the legal 
time, An application will be made by the 
Secretary of State for a rehearing, but it un- 
questionably will be refused. This will bring 
the amendment before the people for accept- 
ance or rejection, and a very bitter contest 
may be looked for. 

There was reason to hope that the decision 
of the Supreme Gourt would have been other- 
wise than it was, though in the State itself the 
perfect satisfaction of the gang that it would 
obtain a decision in its favor was not an au- 
spicious omen. It was on the contrary an in- 
dication of the strength and influence of the 
lottery sharks. Apart from the question whether 
the Executive had the power to prevent the 
submission of a constitutional amendment to 
the people there were evidences of forgery 
and manipulation of the records of the two 
Houses of the Legislature which could not be 
explained away. It was established beyond 


"~~! question that while the journals were in the 


printers’ hands certain pages were removed 
and others substituted in their places, but this 
seems to have cut no figure with a majority of 
the Supreme Judges, though it induced the 
Judge of the lower court, who was a friend of 
the lottery, to refuse the mandamus. The 
only hope now lies in the honesty and virtue 
of the people of Louisiana, who next April 
will be called upon to pronounce their decis- 
ion. If they indorse it the octopus will fasten 
its grip upon that State for another quarter of 
a century and Louisiana will enjoy the unen- 
viable reputation of being the only State in 
the Union that encourages lottery gambling. 
It goes without saying that the gang is looking 


forward hopefully to a decision in its interest

SEWAGE “ DUMPING” NONSENSE. 
After Judge Prendergast had finished his 
speech before the legislative committees in 
favor of certain amendments to the Sanitary 
Drainage law he was replied to by Mr. Garn- 
sey of Joliet, who objected to removing any 
of its impracticable provisions. He said:

NOT THAT KIND OF RECIPROCITY. 

At the opening of the Dominion Parliament 
yesterday the Governcr-General in his “speech

My advisers, availing themselves of opportu- 
nities which were presented in the closing months 
of last year, caused the United States to be re- 
minded of the willingness of the Government of 
Canada to join in making efforts for the extension 
and development of trade between the Republic 
and the Dominion, as well as for the friendly ad- 
justment of those matters of international char- 
acter which remain unsettled.

This is stated with due caution, but in other 
quarters Canadian officials are not talking 
with a corresponding caution. The Premier 
of British Columbia in an interview yesterday 
said: 

As your next-door neighbor we want reciproci- 
ty, but no unrestricted reciprocity, We want it 
as regards raw materials. We are opposed to un- 
restricted reciprocity and commercial anion, 
which latter we believe would lead to political 
anion, which we emphatically oppose. We be- 
lieve we have material to build up as great a 
country as yours and want friendly rivalry. If 
your President honors us with a visit we promise 
him a hearty welcome. I see much in the United 
States to admire, but nothing to covet. You have 
achieved nothing in the way of national success 
that we cannot achieve. 


If this is what the Canadians want, if they 
intend to secure a reciprocity which will ad- 
mit their raw materials here and shut out our 
manufactures there, what object is to be 
gained by the conference next October of 
which the Governor-General speaks? They 
might as well save themselves the trouble and 
expense of coming to the conférence. Sec- 
retary Blaine has already notified them that 
jug-handled reciprocity of that sort will not 
bqentertained. If they have nothing better 
to offer the two tariffs will have to work 
against each other until they have. We can 
get along without the free admission of our 
manufactures just as long as they can without 
the free admission of their agricultural prod- 
ucts.

STATE CONTROL OF RAILROADS, 

The views expressed by Mr. Stickney, the 
St. Paul magnate, in regard to State control 
of railroads will probably excite much criti- 
cism. His position is that the State has un- 
doubtedly the sole right to open and build 
highways, and in three distinct classes of 
cases the courts have practically decided the 
railroad te be a highway. He says: The 
best opinions and the soundest reasoning re- 
gard the ruction of modern railways as a 
soverei ction, and when they are built 
by corporations the companies are exercising 
under a license a function and prerogative 
which belong exclusively to the State. 
According to this construction of the law 
the State has a perfect right to interfere and 
regulate in the interests of its citizens not 
only for the construction and maintenance, 
with due regard to the comfort and safety of 
the people, but also to determine what are 
just and reasonable charges for service, and to 
compel the company to treat all its patrons on 
equal terms in proportion to the amount and 
real value of the service rendered. It has 
even dhe right to declare void its tacit contract 
with the company whenever the latter is found 
to be acting on a line of policy which is un- 
duly selfish, being aimed rather at its own 
emolument than at the service of the com- 
munity. These points have been made time

MUTUAL SAVINGS BANKS. 
Senator Fuller’s Mutual Savings Bank bill, 
now before the Legislature at Springfield, is 
designed to stimulate and encourage the habit 
of saving by petsons who have small incomes. 
To this end it is drawn on the plan which has 
been found to operate to the decided ad- 
vantage of depositors in sixteen other States 
| of the Union, the list including Maine, New 
Hampshire, Rhode Island, Vermont, Con- 
‘necticut, New York, New Jersey, Maryland, 
| District of Columbia, Ohio, Indiana, Wiscon- 
| sin, Minnesota, and Missouri. The average 
savings deposits in those States is $49.30 per 
capita, and the total about $1,336,000,000, while 
the entire savings deposits in Illinois are only 
$14,000,000, demg an average of but $3.69 per 
head. 

The secret of this great difference is to be 
found in the fact that in the States named the 
savings depositors share in the profits of the 
business, while in Illinois they do not. The 
savings institutions in this State are con- 
ducted on the plan of making a profit for the 
stockholders, and the interest allowed is so 
much less than the legal rate that the owners 
of small sums are not thereby sufficiently en- 
couraged to invest. They pay from 3 to 4 per 
cent on funds allowed to remain on deposit a 
specitied time. On the mutual plan the bank 
is conducted by trustees for the benefit of the 
'| depositors, and the latter receive a share of 
the profits, in addition to the formally allowed 
interest. They are found in each of the States 
named to be abundantly protected by the 
safeguards which the law provides. The bank 
must be organized by not less than twelve 


serve without pay, make by-laws, elett officers, 
and see that the funds are invested only as the 
law provides. Their written declaration that 
they will accept the trust and faithfully per- 
form the duties of trustee is filed with the 
Auditor of State after having been approved 
by him, and that official has [ull power to cor- 
rect abuses, including the right to say where 
these banks shall be established, which en- 
ables him to prevent undue interference with 
those already doing a savings bank business. 
The officials who handle the money are 
obliged to give bonds subject to approval by 
the Auditor and to be retained in his custody. 

The best features of those laws have been 
included in the provisions of the bill for this 
State, in particular those which define. the 
securities in which the money may be in- 
vested and prohibit dealmg in personal 
property or loaning upon notes. There need 
be no question that these provisions will be 
found ample, and it is all the more desirable 
the bill should become a law, as we have no 
savings bank law in this State. About four 
years ago Illinois adopted an excellent 
mutual savings act, but as no provision was 


ple it became inoperative. The savings banks 
now in existence in Illinois mostly do 4 
mixed business, and no restriction is placed 
by law upon the character of their invest- 
ments or the amount of any one’s deposit. 
The people who patronize them have thus no 
special protection, and it is only natural that 
in its absence, with but a small allowance of 
earning power for their money, the people 
should place so little of their spare cash in 
the keeping of these institutions. It is proba- 
ble that the total of savings deposits in this 
State would not now be far short of $200,000,- 
000 if we had been for the last few years work- 
ing under such a law as is proposéd; in other 
words, that the deposits would be some 
fourteen times their present volume. 


THE TREASURY IS ALL RIGHT. 

The New York Bulletin says it is the ex- 
treme of folly for public journals to talk of 
the possible bankruptcy of the Treasury. It 
says they cannot have the slightest apprehen- 
sion that they are telling the truth, and it is 
exceedingly short-sighted. policy to publish 
them with the partisan purpose to discredit 
the administration, beca ** the Treasury is 
certain to find a way out of its reported diffi- 
culties, and then people will either believe 
that miracles have been accomplished or else 
. that certain newspapers deliberately deceived 
them.“ 

This is all true, and it is a wonder the folly 
of the carpers is not more widely recognized, 
seeing it has so little foundation. The Treas- 
ury has now on hand about $142,000,000 gold 
in excess of the outstanding gold certificates, 
about $15,000,000 in silver not yet represented 
by certificates or notes, over $20,000,000 of 
fractional silver coin, and more than $28,000,- 
000 deposited in banks. Thus it has available 
for various purposes a sum exceeding by more 
than $107,000,000 the amount of the so-called 
bullion fund kept fur redemption: of United 
States notes. Then, as Tan Trrsunz has 
previously stated, appropriations are ex- 
pended slowly, the outlay often extending 
over several years, and some of the funds held 
against them are never disbursed at afl, while 
the credit of the Postal Department account 
and the undistributed assets of failed national 
banks cannot be counted on as all to be drawn 
out, and the 5 per cent redemption fund is as 
near a permanent investment as anything can 
be. The different items of liability comprise 
fully $60,000,000, of which only a rash man 
wotld assert that half could be called for in 
any one month. Apart from all this the 
Treasury has on hand and instantly available 
more nioney than there is likely to be any 
occasion to use till some months have elapsed. 
Hence there is no present difficulty, and it is

MAKING $1,500 SALARIED ALDERMEN. 

Representative Miller of this city is the 
author of a bill allowing Aldermen to fix their 
yearly pay at a rate not to exceed $1,500, and 
it has been reported back favurably by the 
Committee on Municipal Corporations. Sena- 
tor Thiele of this city has also introduced a 
bill for the payment of a yearly salary of 
$1,000 to Chicago Aldermen, and its passage 
has been recommended. 

The present provision of the city charter on 
this subject is as follows: 

The Aldermen may receive such compensation 
for their services as shall be fixed by ordinance; 
provided, however, such compensation shall not 
exceed $3 to each Alderman for each meeting of 
the City Council actually attended by him, and no 
other compensation than for attendance upon 
such meetings shall be allowed to any Alderman 
for any services whatever. 


Acting under this clause the Council has 
appropriated $15,000 “ for salaries of Alder- 
men.“ Were the Thiele bill to pass it would 
have to appropriate $68,000; if the Miller bill, 
$102,000. The taxpayers would be called on 
to pay the larger sums, and what would they 
get in return? Absolutely . nothing. Why 
should either of these bills pass? It is preper 
to pay men who are sent to Washington sal- 
aries, for they are away from home and busi- 
ness for three to eight or nine months in the 
year. But neither of these happens with the 
Alderman. The meetings of the Council are 
generally at night, and the slight interference 
with his business, if the Alderman have one, 
is offset fully by the $175 or $200 he draws 
yearly. The present pay, with the oppor- 
tunity to make a good record and win public 
approval, suffices the honest Alderman. 
Nothing suffices the corrupt boole Alder- 
man. 

If those bills proposed increase the pay to 
$5 per meeting the taxpayers might not seri- 
ously object, and that would be ample com- 
pensation for the time and services. 

But if the pay were raised to $1,500 each 
boodler would pocket the cash, but would 
charge the corporations just as much for voting 
for their ordinances. The honest Aldermen 
would draw the larger sum, but would be no 
more efficient than they are now. The $1,500 
salary would not tempt men of high qualifica- 
tions to compete for seats in the Council. 
Only the honor would do that, and such men 
anyway would have no show in the tough 
wards. The professional politicians and the 
saloonkeepers would insist on keeping these 
fat jobs for themselves. 

The House and Senate should kill these two 
bills. The Aldermen have not had the cheek 
to ask officially for their passage. The citizens 
certainly have not held mass-meetings and 
sent delegates to Springfield praying for 
higher pay for their Aldermen. There was no 
lack of candidates at the last election in spite 
of the low pay. In several wards there are 
always unseemly squabbles to get these posi- 
tions, and it is charged that frauds were com- 
mitted to secure them. Will the country 
members, on whom Chicago has to rely often 
for the protection of its interests against Chi- 
cago members, please see to it that these bills 
are sent to the legislative boneyard?

JEALOUSY AND HILL BEAT THE BILL, 


New York's Legislature Fails to Make an 
Approprietion for the Chicago Fair. 

Araany, N. X., April 30.—[Special. |—Sen- 
ator Stewart’s bill, appropriating $200,000 for 
New York’s exhibit at the Columbian Fair, 
failed to pass with 300 other measures. lis 
wreck was due directly to the jealousy of New 
York City at failing to secure the World’s 
Fair, aided by Gov. Hill. The Senate is in 
the control of the country members. New 
Tork City’s delegation, with the exception of 
Senator Stewart, is Democratic. The Repub- 
lican country members made the amount 
$200,000, with the intention of giving a larger 
sum next winter when the money would be 
most needed. The Assembly is under the 
control of the New York Tammany politi- 
cians, who have no good will tow Chicago 
i B pes it snatched the coveted plum from New 

ork. 

After the Assembly received the World’s 
Fair bill from the Senate it allowed it to re- 
main in the Ways and Means Committee for 
nearly a month. It would probably Have been 
allowed to slumber there had not Gov. Hill 
seen a chance fora itical stroke. The 
— was in a deadlock over a resolution in- 
troduced by the Republicans to investigate 
the management of the State canals. Gov. 
Hill had unsuccessfully endeavored in several 
ways to shake the Republicans from their po- 
sition. The World’s Fair bill was considered 
a good lever, so he informea his lieutenants 
that the bill must be brought forth, but not in 
such a form as to admit of its passage. 

Acting upon the dictation of Gov. Hill the 
Democratic Ways and Means Committee 

amended the bill by making the amount ap- 
prop 000. This was with no liberal 
intention on the part of the majority of the 
committee for the Fair, but was, in fact, to 
defeat the measure, knowing that the Senate 
in deadlock could not receive it. The Demo- 
cratic majority in the Assembly was entirely 
under the control of Gov. Hul, and pne word 
from him would have saved the bill.

Results of the Census Office Inquiry Into 
the Subject in the Territory.
